In this game it leads to the peculiarity that 
the German and Russian armies have "both slipped "by each other and "both 
countries have armies behind the oth er's lines. If we imagine that 
our game is "being played on a board .of far different scale, and that 
the provinces are areas that an army could reach in a few hours 1 to a 
day's march, then similar cases of two enemies both getting to the 



other's rear* occurred fairly commonly in 17th and 18 th centmxy warfare. 
It has been remarked -before, "by several people, that, regarded as a 
tactical game, Diplomacy is' far c'lo'ser to warfare of queen Anne's day 
than it is to that of the 17ilhelmine period in which "it is set.

It is not unknown 
for a gamesmaster to say, "hurkey mmst remove two forces. li Later, he 
realises that there has. already been an enihilation in the course of 
the year and that only one removal is needed. In such a case I think 
i"t would be very bad for him to just take the first of the two removals 
submitted. It might not be the one the player would prefer, fhe player 
may, in fact, in that case want to make another removal entirely. 
Thinking he has to mrke two removals he may decide to abandon his holdings 
say in Italy, and order removal of army hone and hleet 'ryrrhenian^ with 
the intention of mekin^ his main effort elsewhere. If he finds out that 
he has only one removal to melee, lie may decide that he can fijat on 
in both his main theatres and so might prefer to remove a purely 
defensive force, at home, for instance* So if the fault is the games- 
master, I would say the player has to be given time to re-consider the 
matter, even if that means delaying the game. 

If the mistake is the player's, though, the rule of taking 
the first ones mentioned as having nriority seems sound enough. On 
conditional builds it happens regularly that a player will say, "iBuild 
army hunich, army Berlin, ?leet hiel, in that order of -oriority. " I see 
no reason why that procedure shouldn't be followed* as a" matter of course, 
when the player makes a mistake.

in progress appears on pages 5-9 of this issue. T£ien about a third 
of that listing was on stencil I received a mail delivery which 
included Axmageddon ia. #22, (hraustark s #128, #139, and sfab #37. 
Short of starting over, \ :hi c h i sn 1 1 re a lly practical polite s, the listing 
is out of date before it is published, since developments in those 
four issues are not included. 

Some magazines do not mail to non players immediately. Vox 
instance, Or au stark sends in batches of two, so that there is a 
possibility of two weeks delay in Brooklyn. V/hen the information 
arrives at the list compilers desh, he may.be just starting on that 
edition, and so able to incorporate it immediately. Eut he may have just 
finished his latest listing, so that this new material must wait for 
two weehs or more. Ind once on stencil, it will lihely have to 
wait for several more days, perhaps a we eh, for the deadline of the 
games of the magazine in which it is to appear. In total, ay feeling 
is that any listing, hoster, or what not, that attempts to cover 
the whole field of Diplomacy f is doing very well indeed if it can 
get its material out within a month or 5 weehs of the event it reports 
on happening. Occasionally, of course,, it will do better than thi s j 
but occasionally it will do very much worse when there has been an 
unexpected delay. ITo reader should ever complain because some item 
that he is especially interested in has not been included up until 
5 or 6 Tracks of the event at the earliest.
